We start the new y ear with a 
lesson appropriate to Christmas, 
dealing with the childhood of 
the 
Saviour-King. 
No 
lesson 
could be also more appropriate 
for New Year’s, for if history had 
proceeded 
with 
the 
accuracy 
which many people like to as­ 
sume for it, there would be no 
difference 
between 
Christmas 
and New Year’s. 
Our calendar reckons, the y ears 
ostensibly 
from 
the birth of 
Christ, so that if we had known 
the ex act day of the ex act y ear 
in which Jesus was born, each 
recurring New Year’s Day would 
be identical with the birthday of 
Jesus. As it is, however, we cele­ 
brate the birthday of Jesus on 
the twenty -fifth 
of 
December 
and then a week later we begin 
on January first the y ear reck­ 
oned ostensibly from the birth 
of Christ. 
What Is Really Vital 
This lack of outward ex acti­ 
tude only goes to emphasize the 
importance of the spiritual and 
essential as 
distinguished from 
the temporary and 
non-essen­ 
tial. If divine Providence had in­ 
tended the outward facts 
con­ 
cerning the life of Christ to be at 
all as im portant as the facts of 
his inward character, his teach­ 


ing, and his spiritual power to 
save, one might be sure th at we 
should have had preserved 
for 
us some means of greater cer­ 
tainty regarding these secondary 
things. The whole circumstance 
out to lead us to see the neces­ 
sity in our own faith, and in our 
own teaching, of putting 
the 
supreme 
emphasis 
upon the 
things that are clear and unmis­ 
takable concerning the Saviour. 
W hat were these things? First 
of all his, birth. There are those 
who have challenged the histori­ 
city of the story of Jesus and 
who have tried to make out th at 
he is a my thical or a lengendary 
figure like other famous charac­ 
ters in the literature of the an ­ 
cient world. To all that criticism 
of the Gospel story surely the 
best answer is found in a recent 
statem ent of the eminent scien­ 
tist, Einstein. 
Einstein is not known as a re­ 
ligious leader, 
but has become 
famous for his promulgation of 
the Relativity Theory . His Jewish 
upbringing 
and 
background 
would not create in his mind any 
favorable bias in discussing the 
historical place and character of 
Jesus; y et this is what Einstein 
is reported as say ing: 
He was asked: -To what ex ­ 
tent are y ou influenced by Chris­ 
tianity ?” And he replied: “As a 
child, I received instruction both 
in the Bible and in the Talmud. 
I am a Jew, but I am enthralled 
by the luminous figure of the 
Nazarene.”

NEED PROTECTION. 
Go vernment buildings in Washingto n are be­ 
ing badly neglected as far as guards are co n­ 
cerned at night, as evidenced by two fires which 
recently visited the city. 
One of these fires 
wrecked the executive offices of the White House 
and the mo re recent fire was the one which 
threatened the cap ito l. 
To urists who visit these p o ints of interest 
well kno w there are guards scattered all over 
these buildings during the day, ready to sho ut 
their heads off if a to urist attem p ts to p ause too 
lo ng in o ne sp o t. 
But at night, they evidently 
close the do o rs and go ho me. 
These valuable buildings, co ntaining do cu­ 
ments of great imp o rtance, need better p ro tec­ 
tio n than they are now getting. 
The fire that 
wrecked the wing of the White House had gained 
such headway that very little co uld be saved, and 
surely if a watchman was on duty, he had wan­ 
dered fro m his task. In the Cap ito l fire, it was 
even necessary fo r the firemen to bieak in the 
large do o rs, in o rder to gain access to the build­ 
ing. 
Bo th of these fires hap p ened in the early 
evening. 
While the go vernment is p lanning an 
investigatio n, it might include a bettei guard 
service to p ro tect such p ro p erty fro m fire, as 
well as p ro tecting it fro m to urists in the day 
time.

As it is, however, we cele- 
brate the birthday .of Jesus on 
the twenty-fifth 
of December 


and then a week later we begin 
on January, first the year reck- 
oned ostensibly from the^ birth 
of Christ. 


. What Is Really Vital 


This lack of outward exacti- 


tude only goes to emphasize the 
importance of the spiritual and 
essential as. distinguished from 
the temporary and non-essen- 
tial. If divine Providence had in- 
tended the outward facts con- 
cerning ttielif e of Christ to,.be at 
all as important as the facts of 
his inward character, his teach- 


ing, and his spiritual power to 
save, one might be sure that we 
should have had preserved 
us some means of greater cer- 
tainty regarding these secondary 
things. The whole circumstance 
out -to lead us to see the neces- 
sity in our own faith, and in our 
own teaching, of putting 
the 


supreme emphasis 
upon the 


things that are clear and unmis- 
takable concerning the Saviour. 


What were these things? First 


of all his, birth. There are those 
who have challenged the histori- 
city of the story of Jesus and 
who have tried to make out that 
he is a mythical or a lengendary 
figure like other famous charac- 
ters in the literature of the an- 
cient world. To all that criticism 
of the Gospel story surely the 
best answeiTis found in a recent 
statement of the eminent scien- 
tist, Einstein. 


Einstein is not known as a. re- 


ligious leader, but has become 
famous for his promulgation of 
the Relativity Theory. His Jewish 
upbringing 
and 
background 


would,.not.create_in .his mind any 
favorable bias in discussing the 
historical place and character of 
Jesus; yet this is what Einstein 
is reported as saying: 


He was asked: "To what ex- 


tent are you influenced by Chris- 
tianity?" And he replied: "As a 
child, I received instruction both 
in the .Bible and in the Talmud. 
I am a Jew, but I am enthralled 
by the luminous figure of the 
Nazarene." Asked further wheth- 


er he accepted the historical ex- 
istence of Jesus, he replied: 


"Unquestionably. No one can 


read the Gospels without feeling 
the actual presence of Jesus. His 
personality pulsates in every 
word. No myth is filled with such 
life. How different, for instance. 
is the impression which we re- 
ceive from an account of legend- 
any heroes of antiquity like The- 
seus. Theseus and- other heroes 
of his type lack the authentic 
vitality of Jesus." 


To believe in the historicity of 


Jesus, however, may mean rela- 
tively little to the soul. It is not 
the fact that Jesus lived ori^the 
earth at a particular period that 
is important for us but the man- 
ner of his life, the teaching he 
gave to men, and all the testing 
of his claims, and the .claims that 
have been made for him, in the 
light of human experience. These 
claims concerning Jesus mark 


f; off .even from the realm-,'of 


'great men and notable teachers. 


- He is renresente'd to us as the 
Way, the Truth, and the Life, the 
one through whom men come to 
God. 
He is the Light, of the 


World. He is Immanuel. or Sav- 
iour,, with power to, redeem and 
bless. He is the sunreme friend 
andrcompanion of all whp' would 
travel the heavenly way and who 
would make their lives spiritual- 
ly true and noble. 


Agree on the Essentials . 


Men may not agree about all 


the details of the Gospel story. 
Their critical judgment may es- 
timate various matters in differ- 
ent ways, but when we come to 
these great elemental verities 
concerning the character, teach- 
ing, mission, and uniqueness of 
Jesus, we come to what is almost 
unanimity concerning him. Nor 
is the greatness that we assign 
him the greatness that we think 
of'in other men. 
. . Earthly estate, 
_ fame, glory, 


achievement—all these 
things 


are not at, all in our estimate of 
the Saviour-King. We think of 
him as humble-and lowly. We 
think of him in terms of his su- 
preme service and1 his trasric 
sacrifice. We''think of him as the 
man supuemely good, willing to 
suffer for the sins of his fellow 
men, and devoting all his good- 
ness to the unselfish" purpose of 
redeeming men and leading them 
to .God. 
, 


- Whatever pur metaphysics or 
theories, we put that Saviour- 
King in human history in a place 
by himself. We bring him rever- 
,'ence and adoration, we yield him' 
.our gifts as did the. Wise' Men of 
'old. believing that in him the 
divine and the human have met, 
that he has revealed to the world 
the humanity of God and the di- 
vinity that dwells,in. man and 
that is his supreme quest.

The 
present year finds him dwelling 
at 2 Fiftil avenue, New York 
City, but commuting to Wash- 
ington while admittedly practic- 
ing the role of business doctor. 


As is the case with most .of the 


new men who formulate affairs 
for the United States today, it 
was the war with Germany 
which turned Barnes from a re- 
putedly ultra-prdsperous grain 
handler to a practically perma- 
nent status as unofficial- public 
servant. 


He now is chairman of 
the 


board of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and inti- 
mate business 
consultant of 


President Hoover. 


Hoover, then war time food 


administrator, picked-Barnes to 
head the United States Graii. 
corporation, which bought and 
sold the continent's export grain 
crop for nearly three years, en- 
joying a business volume of some 
38,000.000,000, winding up with 
a small profit and vanishing soon 
after the armies demobilized. . 


iBut the close association of 


Hoover and Barnes failed to 
pass; the Duluth man became an, 
ardent forwarder of' the "nine- 
yea'r-long presidential campaign 
that saw Mr. Hoover finallyenter 
the White House.
